Mr. John It. Renshaw received » 
telegram Saturday night telling him 
that be had won the case 4>pealed 
to the Court of Appeals, and woold 
be aheriif of Christian county. The 
telegram read: 

"Injunction dissolved, Barker 
writing opinion and Lassing, Carroll 
and O'Rear concurring." 

County Judge Prowae issued an 
ouster order March 11, removing 
David Smith, Democrat, because the 
latter had not renewed hia bond by 
March ], as required by law and ap- 
pointed Mr. Renshaw. 

When the case was tried here, 
Judge Cook decided in favor of 
Sheriff Smith and the case waa at 
once appealed. Mr. Smith was elect- 
ed in 1905, and waa the first Demo- 
crat to be elected since 1893. He ia 
one of the most promin^t citizens 
of the county, and his removal is due 
entirely to jiis oversight in not re- 
newing his bond as required. Mr. 
Renshaw is a man of high stand- 
ing. 

It is said that the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction was not filed 
within 20 days and that Smith will 
retain the office until the case is 
tried out on its merits, unless the 
opinion passes upon the 
of the case and declares the 
office forfeited. This is the view 
taken by Mr. Smith's attorneys. If 
the decision is final, it will take 
about ten days to make a legal trans- 
fer of the office.

Murray, Ky„ April 20.— Tbf grand 
Jary which is investigating the night 
riders' raids, returned thirty-one 
more indictments Saturday against 
men charged with participation in 
raids in Calloway county. This makes 
a total of fifty-two indictments 
which have been returned and more 
are to follow. Several of the men 
are indicted two or more times. 
More arrests were made by the sher- 
iff and the soldiers, and County 
Judge Wells has twenty new war- 
rants ready to be served to day. The 
people of the county are now back' 
ing Judge Wells and are ready for 
the threatened raid on the jail to re- 
lease the prisoners. 

The names of those indicted today, 
who are in jail or out on bond, are: 
Josh Cunningham (two counts), 
Tamer McCage, Tom McCaiston, 
Billy WiUiams. Hardin Lovett, L. 
.Jones. Bob Duncan, Dallas Winn, 
Felix Winn, Ed Thompson, Van El- 
kins (two counts\ 
Those indicted Thursday were: 
Joe Bell, alleged Captain. 
Josh Cunningham.

Elmui Williams. 

Nine more alleged night riders 
were arrested Saturday. Their 
names are: Squire Tom Jones, Cur- 
nias Bogard, Imper Parrish, Calvin 
Berry, Dicic Berry, Chester Burkeen, 
Clel Burkeen and Daniel Ellis. 

All of the men arrested to-day are 
from the eastern part of the county 
and have been indicted by the grand 
jury. Jones, Bogard, Chester and 
Clel Burkeen were placed under $1,- 
500 bonds. Others being unable to 
make bond were placed in jail. 
Squire Tom Jones is at present a 
member of the Fiscal Court. 

The grand jury has not completed 
its work against the night riders at 
all. The evidence against men in 
the eastern part of the county has 
not been exhausted, and the evidence 
against the suspected men around 
Kirksey, in the Western part of the 
county, has not been touched. Mur- 
ray Harris, the missing important 
witness agaiDBt the Rirksey crowd, 
has not yet been located. 

Rumor has different stories about 
his leaving. One is that he fears 
personal violence at the hands of the 
men charged with night riding. An- 
other ia that the suspected men have 
bribed him to go. Most people, 
however, think fear of personal vio- 
lence caused him to depart. It is be- 
lieved that he will yet be located. If 
he should not be, it is believed that 
sufficient evidence will bs secured to 
indict. 

Thirty-eight arrests have been 
made to date. Joe Bell found 
another bondsman and again is a 
free man. The cases set for April 
27 were chang€d to the 29 by com- 
mon consent of counsel for both 
aides.

IN tills age of doabt many of our 
iDOBt {■liprishod Ipgeuds are being 
nssaulU'd, tlic T;n-lou8 apple sto- 
ries aifiiK wllii tiie rest Tlierf 
have been at least threo famous apples 
In history— the one eaten by Adam and 
Eve, tbe one sbot off bis ion's bead by 
WUllam Tell and tbe on« ^bose fall 
suggested to Sir Isaac Newton tbe law 
of gravltaUon. Despite tbe scoffing of 
tbe bl«ber criticism, we still cberlsb 
tbese pippins and are determined to 
stand by tbem. 

Newton was rather a doll boy and 
was literally kicked Into exertion. Be 
stood at tbe foot of bis class and one 
day was booted by tbe boy blgtaer up. 
Tbe Newtonian spirit wa* aroased by 
tbis indignltXi witb tbe result that 
young Isaai: not only whipped tbe 
kicker, but determined to go ahead of 
bim In tbe class. This he did, and 
more, for be went to tbe head of tbe 
row and stayed there. 

Tbe second spur to effort received by 
tbe young man came at the time he 
sought admission to Cambridge univer- 
sity. He knew so little about Euclid 
that the professor of mathematics op- 
posed admitting him. Newton there- 
upon determined to know Eucllil nnd 
succeeded so well that he beciime tbe 
greatest mathematical genius of mod- 
ern times. 

Voltaire started the story of the np- 
jile that fell and hit Newton so hard 
that the yoimg man determined to find 
out what made it fall. If so great a 
clceptic as Toltahw conld swallow the 
itory, there is no reason why it should 
not be accepted by the other skeptics. 

When Sir Isaac first made his com- 
putations on the subject of gravita- 
tion, he was misled by tbe erroneous 
notions then held of tbe length of the 
earth's radios. He therefore abandon 
«d the theory temporarily. Later the 
error was corrected, when be returned 
to the subject, completed tbe demon- 
stration and gave It to tbe world in his 
famous "Prlncipla." 

In tbe meantime he had made bis al- 
most equally famous discoveries con- 
ceralng light, dividing white light into 
the primary colors and determining the 
difference of refraction between them. 
He also did much in perfecting tbe tel- 
escope, gave to matbemstlcs integral 
and differential calculus and made oth- 
er contributions to science which mark- 
ed him as the chief- intellect of hU age.

Having had some valuable experl- 

ce In re organizing a powerful Minne- 
ita insurance company.

FOUND NEW LAW. 



Will be Invoked by Governor 

to Punish Night Riders. 

Frankfort, K.v., April 20. — Gov. 
Wilson has adili-e,-sed a letter to 
Adjt. Gen. Johnst. ti calling atten- 
tion to a la w passed several years 
ago under which the night riders 
may be apprehended and punished 
and property may be guarded 
against injury or destruction, the 
guards to be paid out of the county 
treasury. The act also provides 
that officials who fail to act when 
notified may be punished and that a 
witness cannot be exempt from testi- 
fying because his testimony may in- 

minate himself. It i.-, believed 
the enforcement of this act will 
solve the night-rider troubles if they 
occur again in any part of the State.

MR. BRYAN'S OPINIONS 



The plan of guaranteed bank, de- 
posits has probably found favor, 
among all classes of people and irre- 
spective of political affliation. more 
rapidly than any other public ques- 
tion. 

The new state of Oklahoma has 
already enacted a law ta.xing state 
banks, the fund thus accumulated tO; 
be used in paying the depositors of 
any state bank that from any cause 
becomes unable to meet its obliga- 
tions. A special session of the Kan- ; 
sas legislature has been called for 
the purpose of ^enacting legislation 
similar to the Oklahoma plan. The 
governor of Nebraska is considering 
the advisability of calling a special 
session of the legislature on account 
of the growing belief among the peo- 
ple that protection to bank deposi- 
tors in the form of state or federal 
guarantees of their deposits will stop 
the hoarding of money, bring into 
circulation sufficient currency to con- 
duct the business of the country, and 
prevent a recurrence of such dis- 
astrous panics as the one through 
which we are now passing. 

Mr. Bryan has been an advocate 
of a law guaranteeing deposits in 
state and national banks since 189,1. 

Mr. Bryan, in discussing the tariff 
questions, insists that residents of the 
United States should be permitted 



to buy home-made goods at home at 
as low a price as the foreigner can 
buy American-made goods abroad. 
He also insists that our government 
•should be by and for tlie people as 
a whole, rather than by and for the 
trusts, and administered in the in- 
terest of a few beneficiaries of the 
trust system. He believes that na- 
tional legislation for the purpose of 
better regulation and control of in- 
terstate commerce and common car- 
riers should supplement state legis- 
lation, and not be a substitute for 
state legislation. 

Mr. Bryan's paper.The Commoner, 
reflects his opinions each week on 
questions of public importance and 
in its columns may also be found 
his magazine articles, public speech- 
es, addresses and lectures, which 
are referred to in the daily press 
from day to day.
